Wednesday morning E. E. Conroy, interviewed- by 
Harry B. Webber in his office in the F. B. I, headquarters, 
Raymond Commerce Building, added this comment to his

“Nothing in my ‘statement should be construed as 
making any reflection whatever on the loyalty of the great” 
mass of colored men who have responded to the draft.”

Mo. Passes Bill 
Against Bias 


Newark, New Jersey; Mts. L. Mit- |- 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. — An 
anti-segregation“bill, making ita 
misdetrieanor for any person to 
discriminate against or deny citi- 
zens equal privileges in public 
Places because of race or color, 
was introduced in the House last 
week by Representative Edwin F. 
Kenswil of St. Louis, the only 
Negro member of.the Legislature. 

Kenswil said the bill was spon- 
sored by the state organization of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, 

“The law is intended to secure 
eqtial atcommidationss, for the Ñe- 
gro citizens of Missouri," he said, 
“Tf we.call our system of govern- 
mëñt and life a democracy, it 
should bea real democracy and all 
persons should have equal privi- 
leges in public places and the same 
access’ to public facilities.” 

The measure provides that “all 
persons within the jurisdiction of 
the State ‘of Missouri shall be en-, 
titled to the full and equal enjoy- 
ment of accommodations, advan= 
tages, facilities and privileges of 


‘}restaurants, eating houses, hotels, 


soda fountains, soft drink parlors, 
tavernss, roadhouses, cafeterias, 
barber: shops, bathrooms, rest- 
rooms, théatres, skating rinks, con- 
certs, cafes, bicycle rinkss, .ele- 
vators, railroads, busses, airplanes, 
street cars, boats, funeral hearses 
and public conveyances and their 
facilities on land, water and air,

Ass. Hill Meets 
With Commission 


Dr. J. Q. Hill of the Assembly 
was named to the Committee on 
Social Welfare last-.Tuesday at 
the inauguration in Trenton. 

As a member of the committee 
his first act was to ask to meet 
with Commissioners Galloway, 
Washington and Martin of the N. 
J. Commission on the Condition 
of the Urban Colored Population. 
The meeting was tentatively’ set 
for the past Tuesday at Atlantic 


Thursday. The 87 followers of 
the father who own the property 
leased it to the government for a 
period to expire two months after 
the war. 

Miss Ascension Olivette, mana- 
ger of the hotel and one of the 
owners, said the government ori- 
ginally offered $10,000 yearly ren- 
tal for the property but on the 
advice of the father the owners 
leased it at no rental and even 
agreed to pay the annual taxes. 

The hotel has 10 floors plus two 
pent houses on the roof. There is 
no basement. Besides the 150 
bedrooms, there are two large 
main lounges, two reading rooms, 
the main dining room, a smaller 
family dining room, and a kitchen 
on the mezzanine floor. °

‘Black’ Hitler 


NEW YORK—Saved from max- 
imum prison terms of forty years 
each only by the fact that their 
efforts to raise a pro-Axis faction 
in Harlem had- been ineffective, 
five leaders of the Ethiopian Pa- 
cific Movement, Inc., were sen- 
tenced last week to imprisonment 
ranging from four to ten years. 


The penalties were fixed on four 
West Indians, led by Leonard Ro- 
bert O. Jordan, “the Black Hitler,” 
and a white man, Joseph Hartrey, 
by Federal Judge Clarence G. 
Galston, The court followed the 
recommendations of John F.. Son- 
nett, Federal prosecutor, in deter- 
mining. the punishment, and re~ 
marked that otherwise he.would 


_ have been more severe ‘ih one or 


two cases. 


Referring to Harlem’s negative 
response to the “rabble-rousing” 
activities of Jordan and others, 
Judge Galston said: 


“Fortunately, that loyal com- 
munity, of which many of us are 
very proud, remained disaffected, 
However, the people must be pro- 
tected from the acts of mien such 
as these.” 

Judge Galson then pronounced 
the’ sentences. 

Jordan, 42 years old, a British 
subject, received ten years’ im- 
prisonment and was fined $10,000. 
He has a somewhat: questionable 
claim to real estate in the West, 
which.js valued at that sum. He is

Jordan had 
declared that Negroes would not 
be shot. by Japanese soldiers, if 
they waved their handkerchiefs at 
them and indicated their friend- 
liness. 
Judge Gatstonstressed_the in- 
visible quality of Jofdan’s means 
of support, and indicated consid- 
erable suspicion that the leader 
of the outfit had been a paid Jap- 
anese. agent. On the question of 
Japan’s love for Negroes, he said: 
“How-anybody in his right sen- 
ges could have looked upon: as a

led away, Mr. Sonnett was asked 
whether he considered their sen- 
tences lenient, and he said: 

“The experience of the last war 
demonstrated the fact that no use- 
ful purposes is served by impos- 
ing unduly harsh sentences on war- 
time offenders, for when the last 
war was ended many such sent- 
ences were commuted, We have 
endeavored to obtain penalties 
which’ were fair.”

As soon as the Federal Army 
was known, positively, to have 
been withdrawn from ‘the South, 
the poor white rank and file ex- 
pected that there would be an im- 
mediate campaign’ begun to liqui- 
date and annihilate the total 
Southern Negro population.

But - 
for the policy of occasional and vicious insult, as_in this 
case, we have only condemnation for both newspapers. 
Negro members on their staffs would certainly be able to 
give these papers a better concept of Negro life and a 
more accurate one.

CULTS st 

Everyone knows that the mass of Negroes accept both 
the House of Israel cult; the Moorish Science Temple cult, 
Certain. religious cults such as Father Divine and other 
movements with only a humorous toleration. ‘The long 
beards amuse us and the carryings-on of the Divinite’s 
we don’t take seriously. But white people and white news- 
papers have the illusion that these movements are symbolic 
of Negro life, Thus their editors played up the story of 
the seven draft dodgers as if thousands of Negroes were 
involved. Asa matter of fact the only colored draft resister , 
who has gained’ any prominence in the Negro Press is Bill 
Sutherland, a conscientious objector, and even he did not

However, whatever it is we 
are sick of being asked to accept the judgments of daily 
newspapers, radio and. movies as to what Negro life is . 
all about. We even’ credit their building-up of. Joe 
Louis, Marian Anderson and others with many reservations, 
The daily-radio-movie chains, all controlled by- the “60 
families,” would have us believe that Bill Robinson is our 
greatest amusement figure, that Marian is the only woman 
who can sing, that Louis is the only man who can fight, 
that the late Dr. George Carver (who,-after all, was never 
noted: for militancy) is our only great. man; that: all- Negro 
soldiers delight in being laborers, -here and abroad; that 
Tuskegee Air Base is doing fine, when investigation proves 
otherwise, and that everybody in -Harlem is a mugger or 
a pimp. That’ is the reason we have a Negro Press—to 
prove there are other singers: and fighters and- scientists 
and other sides to Tuskegee and to Harlem and to the 
third: ward. 


BOYCOTT wie 

Of course the “harm is “done, not among Negroes so 
much who know better, but among the white readers of 
the dailies, listeners- of radio and spectators of movies. 
Most effective solution to correct these evils‘ is simply 
boycott. of these media. Why race rights organizations 
never suggest organized’ boycott of anti-race movies, news- 
papers and radio programs. will always be a mystery to us.

But we must above. all make ‘sure 
that our thinking in this connec- 
tionis not muddled and confused 
by Nazi-minded ‘agitators seeking, 
not to secure justice for the Ne- 
gro (since racial discrimination. is 
a basic tenet of the Nazi faith), 
but rather to use the righteous:in- 
dignation of the Negro for the 
weakening of our war effort, the 
securing of a Nazi victory, and. 
thus undoing the Negro himself.‘ 
Against such- propaganda every 
Negro must be made alert. 
Consider for instance the Nazi 
attempt. to’ stir up suspicion and 
conflict between Negroes and Jews.
